Co u nty -Farm Edito r 
Five Lakesho re hig h scho o l 
stu dents who participated in the 
distribu tio n o f co ntro versial leaf­ 
lets at their scho o l Tu esday is­ 
sued a written apo lo g y to their

their o wn parents to day , via a 
letter to this newspaper. 
At the same time, the parents 
o f two o f the stu dents co ncerned 
also 
addressed 
a 
letter 
o f 
backg ro u nd ex planatio n to the 
edito r o f this paper fo r pu blica­ 
tio n. 
The five stu dents sig ning the 
written 
apo lo g y 
were 
Steve, 
Dan and Gary Sto ckman, bro th­ 
ers, 
and 
Do nna 
and 
Craig 
Hetler, bro ther and sister. Sev­ 
eral o ther stu dents repo rtedly 
to o k part in the incident but 
were no t identified publicly , No 
reference was made to them in 
the apo lo g v. 
TEXT OF LETTER 
The letter o f apo lo g y read as 
fo llo ws: 
"In lig ht o f the recent inci­ 
dent at the Lakesho re 
hig h 
scho o l, we feel that we sho uld 
make a .statement o f public 
apo lo g y . 
We realize that we 
were entirely wro ng in starting 
this and that there were g rave 
misu nderstanding s 
abo ut 
the 
who le situatio n. 
“We wo uld like to emphasize 
that 
o u r 
parents 
were 
no t 
invo lved in any way and wo uld 
like to specifically apo lo g ize to 
them. 
We did 
no t 
want to 
de g r a de 
o u r 
g o vernment, 
sch(K)I, administratio n, facu lty , 
atheltic department o r scho o l 
bo ard who were no t co nnected 
with this. We are so rry fo r the 
tro uble that was cau sed and the 
peo ple that were o ffended." 
The leaflets had ex pressed an 
anti-Vietnam war and anti-U.S. 
fo reig n po licy 
viewpo int 
and 
invited stu dents to a meeting to , 
fo rm a branch o f Students fo r 
Peace and Freedo m. 
Scho o l o fficials halted distri­ 
butio n o f the leaflets and two 
stu dents al who se ho me the 
meeting 
had 
been 
scheduled 
called it o ff o ver the scho o l’s 
public address sy stem. 
PARENTS EXPLAIN 
The letter fro m Mr. and Mrs. 
Haro ld Hetler, parents o f two o f 
the stu dents is as fo llo ws: 
"Becau se o f the article in 
Wednesday ’s paper co ncerning 
the suppo sed 
"Vietnik 
Mo ve­ 
ment" at L a ke s h o r e hig h 
scho o l, 
I 
feel 
co mpelled to 
write. What the stu dents wanted 
to start and what develo ped and 
was printed in the paper were 
two entirely different thing s. Be­ 
cau se o f inex perience and lack 
o f adu lt leadership, they did g o 
abo u t it in the wro ng way . But 
these kids are certainly no t Co m­ 
munists!

Ho well, spent the nig ht in "sat­ 
isfacto ry " co nditio n after an al­ 
tercatio n with Rep. David S. 
Ho lmes Jr., D-Detro it, in a Cap­ 
ito l Building hallway in fro nt o f 
the g o verno r’s o ffice. 
A St. Lawrence H o 
s p i t a l 
spo kesman said Sharpe, 50, suf­ 
fered a fractu re o f the rig ht 
cheekbo ne. 
Acco unts o f the incident var­ 
ied. 
Rep. James Bradley , D-De- 
tro it, said Sharpe challeng ed the 
52 - y ear - o ld Ho lmes, who o ut- 
v?ig hs the Ho well Repu blican 
by at le.ast 60 po unds. 
‘NO REASON’ 
But State Po lice at the East 
Lansing Po st, who talked with 
Sharpe at the ho spital, said he 
to ld them Ho lmes stru ck him 
"fo r no apparent reaso n” after 
“wo rds had been ex chang ed" 
abo u t use o f state cars and a 
state inco me tax . 
The handful o f Ho use mem­ 
bers with first - hand kno wledg e 
abo ut the fig ht were relu ctant 
to discu ss it, bu t it was repo rted 
Ho lmes and Sharpe had been 
"kidding " o r "needling " e a c h 
o ther fo r much o f the lo ng leg ­ 
islative day . 
The two men’s desks are abo ut 
five feet apart. 
Sharpe co uld no t be reached 
fo r co mment fo llo wing his ho s­ 
pitalizatio n.

LANSING (A P )-A jo int rcso - 
lutio n pro po sing repeal o f a sec­ 
tio n o f the state Co nstitutio n 
pro hibiting the death penalty in 
Michig an was intro du ced in the 
Senate Wednesday . 
The reso lu tio n’s spo nso r, Sen. 
Stanley Ro zy cki, D-Detro it, said 
“There is a stro ng demand fo r 
so me co nstru ctive effo rt to alle­ 
viate the tremendo u s increase In 
abo minable killing s o f peo ple by 
thu g s.” 
The reso lu tio n wo uld have to 
pass bo th the Senate and Ho use. 
It calls fo r a vo te o f the peo ple 
o n remo val o f the death penalty 
pro hibitio n at the nex t g eneral 
electio n. 
SERVING AS DETERRENT 
"It (the death penalty ) wo uld 
serve as. a deterrent,” Ro zy cki 
said, “ and the Leg islatu re co uld 
stipu late when to apply it.”

said 
the 
penalty 
sho uld 
be 
applied 
when the 
crime 
“is tremendo u sly 
and 
mo rally o ffensive and in the 
cases o f co mpletely u ncalled fo r 
crimes."

The administration in the Lakeshore school sy stem mov ed 
promptly and justifiably to eliminate its high school as an 
organizing forum for one of the dozen leftist groups sailing 
tuider the banner of peace. 
‘ This particular self inv ited organization is sty led as S^^u- 
dents for Peace and Freedom. 
The stated purpose in SPF, as drawn in crudely mimeo­ 
graphed leaflets passed out at the school is “ to discuss and 
take a radical left stand on foreign and domestic affairs 
which we feel are relev ant to American y outh.“ 
The tracts then proceed to accuse the American gov ern­ 
ment of interfering in Viet Nam in v iolation of the 195 4 
Genev a Agreements, of plotting and scheming in the af­ 
fairs of Latin American gov ernments, and dropping napalm 
bombs in Giiatamala, Peru and elsewhere south of the border. 
The y outhful authors of that sidewinder indictment bor­ 
rowed the mimeograph facilities of a nearby church for 
their indoctrination tracts. 
Ev en before some outraged parents of other students 
could protest, Edward Stasinski, the Lakeshore superintend­ 
ent, had mov ed to douse this brush fire or least sweep it 
outside the school doors. 
Priv ate opinions of the student body are one thing; using 
a tax supported building to propagandize those ideas are 
quite different, he informed the budding rev olutionaries. 
This being springtime, somewhat uncertain and delay ed 
to be sure, possibly the incident can be written off as a stu­ 
dent prank. 
The wording in the leaflets and the scope of the subject 
matter, howev er, are the finished product passed around on 
college campuses and in the big cities’ av ante garde sections. 
The distribution’s timing corresponds ex actly with the ac­ 
celerated U.S. military effort in Viet Nam. 
Taken together, this could be another illustration of the 
prov erb anent one party taking the snuff and someone else 
doing the sneezing. 
Perhaps the best way to leam which way this teeter 
totter actually bends would be for somebody to call upon 
the American Civ il Liberties Union to start a free speech 
suit against the school board. 
The ACLU is made to order to battle for what SPF would 
call “ student inv olv ement.’’

Ultra-liberals in Congress immediately came to the 
defense of the grant, more perhaps because of the Vietnam 
issue than the subject at hand. Rep. Hall was called a 
number of unpleasant things and the funnies suddenly took 
on a somber note. 
This also happened, it should be noted, when attempts 
were made to look into the antipov erty war, which leads to 
the thought that many people in Washington are defensiv e 
about their positions on Vietnam.

Baker, after an anti-climatic 
trial that failed to produ ce the 
sensationalism that was exoect- 
ed.

sentenced 
to

years in jail and no fine. Under 
u su al procedu res he wou ld b e 
eligib le for parole after serving 
a little less than one year of the 
sentence. 
There have b een nu merou s 
editorials in the press to the 
effect that Baker got off light. 
In old gangland parlance it was 
the kind of sentence ne cou ld 
serve “ standing on his head.” 
Some of his old friends on 
Capitol 
Hill 
agree 
vvith 
the 
editorials, and wdth the pu b lic 
view they reflect. Thev wonder 
w'hv Baker is ru nning the risk 
of having to go throu gh another 
trial that cou ld well » md in a 
stiffer sentence. In the case of 
Capitol 
Hill their 
wonder is 
mixed with concern that the 
disclosu res Baker didn’t maxe 
ab ou t shady activities at the 
first trial may b e forced ou t 
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into the open b y the circu m­ 
stances of a re-trial. 
Then 
why the appeal? 
To 
answer this one mu st start with 
the fact that Baker’s attorney, 
Edward B e n n e t t Williams, 
prob ab ly is the smartest trial 
lawyer in the 
United States 
today. 
In view of the political over­ 
tones that have characterized 
the entire Baker affair, the lack 
of an appeal wou ld make it 
evident in the minds of many 
people that there had b een a 
“fix.” Baker and.Williams have 
no desire to let the case drop on 
that kind of note. 
Bu t filing an appeal is not the 
same thing as setting a new 
trial. It is entirely possib le that 
the appeals cou rt will nold that 
Baker had a fair trial and that 
the sentence shou ld stand. Su ch 
a finding wou ld depend, in part, 
on Williams, and after all, a 
good lawyer shou ld know when 
it is wise to lose.

In 
18 25 he fou nded and was the 
first president of the Natknal 
Academy of Design in New

He 
had previou sly stu died cheinis- 
try and electricity and, on a 
voyage from Le Havre to New 
York, conceived the idea of a 
magnetic telegraph system.

At Lakeshore 


The administration in the Lakeshore school system moved 


promptly and justifiably to eliminate its high school as an 
organizing forum for one of the dozen leftist groups sailing 
Antler the banner of peace. 
-; This particular self invited organization is styled as Stu- 
dents for Peace and Freedom. 


The stated purpose in SPF, as drawn in crudely mimeo- 


graphed leaflets passed out at the school is "to discuss and 
take a radical left stand on foreign and domestic affairs 
which we feel are relevant to American youth." 


The tracts then proceed to accuse the American govern- 


ment of interfering in Viet Nam in violation of the 19f>4 
Geneva Agreements, of plotting and scheming in the af- 
fairs of Latin American governments, and dropping napalm 
bombs in Guatamala, Peru and elsewhere south of the border. 


The youthful authors of that sidewinder indictment bor- 


rowed the mimeograph facilities of a noarby church for 
their indoctrination tracts. 


Even before some outraged parents of other students 


could protest, Edward Stasinski, the Lakeshore superintend- 
ent, had moved to douse this brush fire or least sweep it 
outside the school doors. 


Private opinions of the student body are one thing; using 


a tax supported building to propagandize those ideas are 
quite different, he informed the budding revolutionaries. 


This being springtime, somewhat uncertain and delayed 


to be sure, possibly the incident can be written off as a stu- 
dent prank. 


The wording in the leaflets and the scope of the subject 


matter, however, are the finished product passed around on 
college campuses and in the big cities' avante garde sections. 


The distribution's timing corresponds exactly with the ac- 


celerated U.S. military effort in Viet Nam. 


Taken together, this could be another illustration of the 


proverb anent one party taking the snuff and someone else 
doing the sneezing. 


Perhaps the best way to learn which way -this teeter 


totter actually bends would be for somebody to call upon 
the American Civil Liberties Union to start a free speech 
suit against the school board. 


The ACLIJ is made to order to battle for what SPF would 


call "student involvement." 


Involvement by younger people is a good thing if self 


generated and thought out properly. 


We're not aware, at least as yet, that it should spring 


from a Commie literary factory. 


A Funny Subsidy 


A bureaucrat in time makes nine, and woe unto he who 


tries to stop the propagation process. Missouri Rep. Durwood 
Hall is discovering the same goes for pet administration 
spending programs for the arts. 


Hall, who took the Administration seriously when it said it 


was holding the line on non-defense spending, questioned the 
propriety at this time of some of the grants being made by 
the National Foundation on the Arts and Humanities. 


It is a bit difficult to comprehend the absolute necessity 


for a $20,000 grant for "A Biographical Dictionary and 
Census of Theatrical Performers on the Stages of London 
and Its Suburbs From 1660 to 1801", especially in view of a 
threatened tax increase to pay the government's bills. 


The art project which has embroiled Rep. Hall in a 


dizzying controversy is one for $8,789 for a study of the 
influence of cartoons and comic strips on political thought. 
Hull contends it is inappropriate to spend tax funds for this 
at the present time. 


The comic strip debate might not have gotten off the 


ground had it not been discovered that the recipient of the 
grant was a British 
citizen and opposed to the war in 


Vietnam. 


Ultra-liberals in Congress immediately came to

defense of the grant, more perhaps because of the Vietnam 
issue than the subject at hand. Rep. Hall was called a 


~ number of unpleasant things and the funnies suddenly took 
on a somber note. 


This also happened, it should be noted, when attempts 


were made to look into the antipoverty war, which leads to 
the thought that many people in Washington are defensive 
about their positions on Vietnam. 
It couldn't be their consciences pricking them, could it? 


Freedom And Olives 


•Perhaps it's being frivolous to compare freedom too olives. 


It is true, however, that people who get a taste of either 
rapidly acquire an appetite for it. 


Spain, the land of olives, has had a taste of freedom. 


There was great rejoicing a year ago when its dictator, 
Francisco Franco, magnanimously put through laws giving 
the Spanish more freedom than they had seen in the 30 
years of his rule. 


.Included were laws on the freedom of the press. This 


particularly excited admiration, for everyone knows that 
only a government which has the trust of the people dares to 
allow the newspapers to print what they wish—in view of 
newspapers' deplorable tendencies to reveal and criticize. 


Sure enough, the Spanish press set off in an increasingly 


active political dialogue. This was followed by mounting 
agitation in the universities and the church for still more 
liberties. Franco is equal to the pressure. He isn't granting 
more liberties. 
The Spanish Cortes has now passed laws providing stiff 


prison sentences for newsmen who violate the legal "limita- 
tions" on the freedom of press in Spain, or who "insult" the 
regime of Franco. 
That ought to show those boorish Spaniards. Imagine 


anyone becoming so greedy as to want more than just a 
taste of freedom. It is not disclosed whether Franco is stingy 
with olives, too. 


Hope For A Cure 


Those who have witnessed an attack of cancer upon a 


friend or relative are aware of its insidious nature and the 
iear which accompanies it. No literate mind today can be 
ignorant of cancer and the consequences of ignored treat- 
ment. 


It is doubtful if any disease has been given the publicity 


which now surrounds the many-pronged attack on cancer. 
Probably never before have so many groups and individuals 
joined forces to concentrate attacks on a single physical 
malady. 


This effort is paying off. There is no dramatic cure as yet, 


nor even a promise as to when one may be found, but slowly 
developing techniques and continued public awareness of the 
disease have been steadily reducing the number who will not 
recover. 


Research on cancer has opened wahy paths unknown just 


a few years ago. Increased activity on the part of medical 
scientists should hasten the day when a cure will be a 
reality, but it also produces a need for greater support by 
the public.

There have been' numerous 


editorials in the press to the 
effect that Baker got off light. 
In old gnnglnnd parlance it was 
the kind of sentence lie could 
serve "standing on his head." 


Some of his old friends ™ 


Capitol 
Hill 
agree 
with 
the 


editorials, and with Ihe public 
view they reflect. Thev wonder 
why Baker is running the risk 
of having (o go through another 
(rial that could well end in a 
stiffer sentence. In the case of 
Capitol 
Hill 
their 
wonder is 


mixed with concern that the 
disclosures Baker didn't mane 
about shady activities al the 
first trial may be forced out 


into the open by the circum- 
stances of a re-trial. 


Then 
why the 
appeal? To 


answer this one must start with 
the fact that Baker's attorney, 
Edward B e n n e t t Williams, 
probably is the smartest trial 
lawyer 
in the 
United States 


today. 


In view of the political over- 


tones that have 
characterized 


the entire Baker affair, the lack 
of an appeal would make it 
evident in the minds of many 
people that there had been a 
"fix." Baker and. Williams have 
no desire to let the case drop on 
that kind of note. 


But filing an appeal is not the 


same thing as getting a new 
trial. It is entirely possible that 
the appeals court will nold that 
Baker had a fair trial and that 
the sentence should stand. Such 
a finding would depend, in part 
on Williams, and after all, a 
good lawyer should know when 
it is wise .to lose.
